REMARKS 

The present preliminary amendment amends Claims 1, 10, and 12 in a manner which 
eliminates a limitation relating to the connection of the interior volume of the vault with the 
interior passageway of the turbine corridor. Such an interconnection is not necessary. 

Newly added Claims 13-16 relate to the dispensing module portion of applicant's 
invention, which is an important feature believed to be novel. 

It is believed that the concept of having a fuel dispensing module which is under a 
fuel dispenser and large enough to permit personnel access which dispensing module is 
remote from any fuel tank vault has never been done prior to applicant's invention thereof. 
It provides substantial convenience in the event of any fuel leak or piping problem within the 
lower portion of the dispenser. In the past, if a leak was present below a dispenser, it 
frequently required the forming of an opening through the concrete or other surface adjacent 
the dispenser to permit personnel to get at this particular piping area. 

Applicant has done away with the necessity of this step by providing a dispensing 
module which is both sufficiently large and provided with a pedestrian access door with 
proximity to the dispenser so that the underside of the dispenser can be easily viewed and 
serviced. 

It is believed that the amended claims together with the newly added claims are 
allowable and allowance of all claims is respectfully requested. 
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
